Power line protest 

Strathcona residents want lines to be built underground

Having high-voltage lines 
running through 
Strathcona County to 
power bitumen up- 
graders could pose as an 
unsightly health hazard 
for residents, says a group 
dedicated to fighting the 
controversial project. 

Four 500-kilovolt lines 
are being proposed and 
two of those options run 
through Strathcona Coun¬ 
ty. 

Roxanne Carr, a Strath¬ 
cona County councillor, 
believes power lines 
shouldn’t be built unless 
they’re underground. 

“Most of the people con¬ 
tacting me are saying they 
would rather the lines go

underground or at least 
have our government 
look at the safest way to 
do this,” she said. 

“People are getting 
more concerned about the 
environment and the visu¬ 
al effect.” 

A group of residents, 
called the Responsible 
Electricity Transmission 
for Albertans, say health 
studies have shown the 
lines can cause problems, 
like childhood leukemia, 
Alzheimer’s and brain tu¬ 


mours. 

The group is also wor¬ 
ried about the large popu¬ 
lation of migratory birds 
in the area. 

“Why would you take a 
man-made wetland that is 
designed for migratory 
birds, and then erect a 
bird catcher over top of 
it?” said RETA president 
Bruce Johnson. 

“It just makes absolute¬ 
ly no sense.” 

The group has been 
holding town hall meet¬ 
ings, including one on Fri¬ 
day, and they’ve been can¬ 
vassing door to door, as 
well as doing mail drops 
to provide residents with 
more information about 
the proposed route plans. 

Epcor has been looking 
into the possibility of 
building lines under¬ 


ground and evaluating 
things like cost and what 
t 3 ^e of technology is nec¬ 
essary. 

“If it comes forward as 
something we will have to 
look at, then we’ll have 
some information to go 
forward with and bring 
forward to the people as 
well,” said Epcor 
spokesman Mike Long. 

Currently, the project is 
still in a planning phase, 
with both groups collect¬ 
ing feedback from infor¬ 
mation sessions, open 
houses and surveys. 

“We want to hear what 
people have to say” 

Epcor, along with Al- 
taLink, has not finalized 
which route will be cho¬ 
sen, but Long said the 
route “with the least over¬ 
all impact” will be chosen.

Poverty not a factor 
in schools; Report 

SCHOOLS Don’t blame poor 
neighbourhoods when it 
comes to an elementary 
school’s performance, says 
the Fraser Institute in its 
annual report card on 
schools across Alberta. 

The think-tank says 10 of 
Alberta’s improving 

schools in its report are lo¬ 
cated in neighbourhoods 
that have the lowest in¬ 
comes — including Ed¬ 
monton’s Ekota, Eastwood 
and St. Elizabeth schools. 

“Improvement can take 
place in any school, regard¬ 
less of its characteristics, 
students or its families,” 
said Peter Cowley, the Fras¬ 
er Institute’s director of 
school performance stud¬ 
ies. 

Ekota School showed the 
greatest improvement in 
Alberta by scoring 4.0 in 
2004 to 6.8 in 2008 where 
the average parent income 
is $54,333. Edmonton’s 
Eastwood School also im¬ 
proved from a zero rating 
to 2.4 where the average 
parent income is $38,682.

But after countrywide 
consultations in recent 
weeks, Bains said he detects 
a growing mood in party 
ranks to change the process 
and let individual members 
make the choice of party 
leader. 

“There’s a growing 
momentum to go this way,” 
he said. 

And for a party anxious to 
revive its membership and 
its fundraising, moving to a 
one-member, one-vote 
process is also seen as a 
sales pitch to woo new 
members.

Celebrating women 

Recession challenges noted on international day 


Yesterday, International 
Women’s Day, women cel¬ 
ebrated the gains made in 
achieving equal rights and 
highlight the widespread 
wrongs that damage the 
lives of the 3*3 billion 
females around the world. 

But the issue foremost 
in women’s minds is the 
global recession, which 
has hit the most vulnera¬ 
ble half of humanity with 
exceptional force. 

Seventy per cent of the 
poorest people on the 
planet are women and 
girls, and even in a 
wealthy country like 
Canada they are the ma¬ 


jority of the poor. 

Although the global 
downturn began in the fi¬ 
nancial sector, dominated 
by men, it is now bearing 
down on women, most of¬ 
ten found in low-wage 
and part-time jobs. 

The recession has 
plunged from wealthy to 
developing countries, 
where women lack safety 
nets to help them survive. 

“As the economy slows, 
the disaster in the finan¬ 
cial institutions is affect¬ 
ing the real economy,” 
says Sylvia Borren, co¬ 
chair of the Global Call to 
Action Against Poverty, a 


coalition of groups in 100 
countries. 

“What happens is the 
informal sector suffers 
first — the cleaning 
women, gardeners and 
people who do the house¬ 
hold jobs. They are mostly 
women.” 

As worldwide consumer 
confidence fades, says the 
International Labour Or¬ 
ganization, traditionally 
female service jobs in 
cafes and retail are also 
disappearing. It predicts 
that 22 million of an esti¬ 
mated 51 million to lose 
their jobs this year will be

Funding slash ironic in economic crisis 


Alberta NDP Leader Brian Mason called 
on the government to boost spending to 
$6.2 billion and calculated by doing so 
the government could create 72,600 jobs. 



A few months ago 1 wrote 
a column about the $ 2-bil¬ 
lion the provincial govern¬ 
ment committed to transit 
projects in Alberta. In that 
column, 1 lamented how 
B.C. was committing $14 
billion to transit, while 
Toronto was gearing up for 
a $ 50-billion investment in 
its transit system. 

By comparison, the $2- 
billion commitment by Al¬ 
berta really didn’t amount 
to much. 

Now comes the bad 
news. 

If you thought public 
transit here was getting a 


raw deal then, get ready to 
see the province really 
screw over transit! That’s 
right — in lieu of our 
current economic slow¬ 
down, it’s cut its commit¬ 
ment and is now only 
promising $195 million 
for its Green Trip program. 

Finance Minister Iris 
Evans, defending spending 
cuts across the board, is 
quoted as saying “just as 
you do in a family, you see 
that your revenues aren’t 
going to be there, then 
you reduce your spending, 
and you try to look at oth¬ 
er ways to make the dollar 
stretch.” 

It’s ironic, given that by 
spending more on transit 
and related infrastructure, 
the government stands to 
help the economy more 
than by cutting fonding. 
By committing more to 
transit projects the gov¬ 
ernment could potentially 


create thousands of jobs. 

The NDP opposition has 
clearly seen the opportuni¬ 
ty for economic payoff in 
spending more, rather 
than less, on infrastruc¬ 
ture including transit. 

At the end of February, 
Alberta NDP Leader Brian 
Mason called on the gov¬ 
ernment to boost spend¬ 
ing to $6.2 billion and cal¬ 
culated by doing so the 
government could create 
72,600 jobs. 

Even more ironic is the 
$2 billion committed to 
carbon capture and se¬ 
questration remains un¬ 
touched, despite the fact 
GGS is a dubious way to re¬ 
duce greenhouse gases, at 


best. 

Providing more funding 
for improved transit and 
as a result, coaxing indi¬ 
viduals out of their cars 
would likely be a much 
wiser and greener invest¬ 
ment. 

It seems the provincial 
government really needs 
to examine its priorities 
and get them straight, 
though it’s possible, with a 
little encouragement from 
the public, that perhaps it 
might get things right, for 
once.

Iraqi women still facing 
daily struggles, study finds 


The plight of women in Iraq 
remains bleak despite a 
sharp reduction in violence, 
a study released Saturday 
found, with a majority of 
women lacking basic servic¬ 
es and security. 

“Now that the overall se¬ 
curity situation, although 
still veiy fragile, begins to 
stabilize ... countless moth¬ 
ers, wives, widows and 
daughters of Iraq remain 
caught in the grip of a silent 
emergency,” aid group Ox- 
fam International said. 

The study, released ahead 
of International Women’s 
Day on March 8, centred on 
the impact of the years of 
bloodshed unleashed by the 
2003 U.S.-led invasion, find¬ 
ing a third of the women 
surveyed had lost a family 
member to violence. 

While attacks 
dropped off sharply 
in the past year, 
tens of thousands 
of Iraqis have died 
in the sectarian and 
insurgent fighting 
since 2003, and mil¬ 
lions more have 
fled their homes for 
other parts of Iraq 
— or abandoned 
Iraq entirely. 


In the Oxfam study, 55 
per cent of respondents said 
they had been displaced 
from their homes since 
2003 due to violence or in 
search of work. 

Fading violence in most 
parts of Iraq has allowed at¬ 
tention to turn to the dis¬ 
mal state of basic services 
like electricity, health care 
and education. 

A quarter of women sur¬ 
veyed did not have access to 
drinking water on a daily 
basis; almost two-thirds said 
they had less than six hours 
of electricity per day. 

Three-quarters of widows 
were not receiving their 
government pension. Forty 
per cent of mothers said 
they were not sending their 
children to school. 

The Iraqi government is 
struggling to accelerate in¬ 
vestment in recon¬ 
struction and services, 
but results are slow to 
appear. Spending on 
the social safety net 
will likely become 
more difficult if oil 
prices, which account 
for more than 95 per 
cent of government 
revenues, stay low.

Never waste a crisis: C inton 


Has the recession 
curbed emissions? 

ECONOMY The financial cri¬ 
sis has slashed industrial 
output and trade, but it 
will be months before 
there is an accurate 
picture of how much the 
downturn has curbed 
greenhouse gas emissions, 
two scientists said Friday. 

Since the financial crisis 
has deepened, analysts 
have been hoping the 
long-term growth in emis¬ 
sions will slow or stall 
now that many big 
economies are in 
recession.

U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton told an au¬ 
dience on Friday “never 
waste a good crisis,” and 
highlighted the opportuni¬ 
ty of rebuilding economies 
in a greener, less energy-in¬ 
tensive way. 

Clinton told young Euro¬ 
peans at the European Par¬ 
liament that global eco¬ 
nomic turmoil provided a 
fresh opening. 

“Never waste a good cri¬ 
sis ... Don’t waste it when it 
can have a very positive 
impact on climate change 
and energy security,” she 


said. 

Europe has already laid 
out plans to cut carbon 
dioxide emissions to about 
one-fifth below 1990 levels 
in the next decade, while 
U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma has proposed a major 
shift toward renewable en¬ 
ergy and a cap-and-trade 
system for C02 emissions. 

But with many countries 
in the grip of a punishing 
recession, some question 
whether businesses can 
muster the hundreds of 
billions of dollars needed 
to cut carbon emissions. 


Many politicians argue 
that the economic crisis, 
energy security issues and 
climate change can all be 
dealt with in a “New Green 
Deal,” replacing high-car¬ 
bon infrastructure with 
green alternatives and si¬ 
multaneously creating mil¬ 
lions of jobs. 

“There is no doubt in my 
mind the energy security 
and climate change crises, 
which 1 view as being to¬ 
gether, not separate, must 
be dealt with,” Clinton 
added.

Canadian autoworkers will

INDUSTRY Canada’s forestry 
industry, already 
weakened by softwood 
lumber trade disputes 
with the U.S., has been 
smacked by a weak 
lumber market as the U.S.

Edmonton and Montreal. 

Born and raised in 
Toronto, Rosen always 
had a knack for engaging 
with people. He got a 
part-time job at a 
menswear store in 1952, 
and — unlike the other 
salespeople who tried to 
sell anything to anyone — 
Rosen made it his mission 
to have as many cus¬ 
tomers come back to shop 
with him personally. 

“1 realized that building 
relationships was crucial 
in this business. Cus¬ 
tomers came back to me 
even though 1 was a part- 
timer,” Rosen said. 

Rosen took his sales 
philosophy to the bank 
and opened his first shop 


on Feb. 5, 1954, on Toron¬ 
to’s Bloor Street, where it 
remains his flagship store 
to this day. He says he 
never left the sales floor 
in those early years and 
his focus is still, as it was 
all those years ago, on de¬ 
veloping a relationship of 
trust to garner return cus¬ 
tomers. 

“People always say men 
hate shopping but once 


they find someone they 
trust, they’re one-stop 
shoppers,” Rosen said. 

While keeping tabs on 
customers’ buying habits 
and preferences is consid¬ 
ered mandatory business 
practice nowadays, back 
in the 1950s Rosen’s dili¬ 
gence in starting individ¬ 
ual files for each cus¬ 
tomer and updating it reg¬ 
ularly was innovative and 


ground-breaking. The im¬ 
portance of nurturing re¬ 
peat buyers by providing 
them with unparalleled 
service is something 
Rosen encourages directly 
in his stores — in fact, he 
pays his staff on retention 
of customers, not on com¬ 
mission. 

Rosen’s advice for bud¬ 
ding entrepreneurs is sim¬ 
ple: Start with something 
worth offering and work 
hard to make it the best 
thing around.

of their bosses. 

Schat added that man¬ 
agers should demonstrate 
warmth and compassion 
when conducting layoffs to 
prevent a morale drop 
amongst remaining em¬ 
ployees. 

Three weeks ago, Therese 
Arsenault would have ap¬ 
preciated that compassion 
as a company she’d served 
for 13 years dismissed her 
and nine others. 

“The whole process was 
cold,” said the former 
telecommunications train¬ 
er from Montreal. 

Since the layoff, surviving 
colleagues have approached 
Arsenault and expressed 


both shock and S5mipathy. 
She believes her former co¬ 
workers don’t need to apol¬ 
ogize. 

“In a big company, deci¬ 
sions like this are not made 
at the employee level,” she 
said. “The individuals you 
worked with might feel sor- 
ly for you, but they have no 
business feeling guilty.” 

Although surviving em¬ 
ployees might not be at 
fault, Marjorie Armstrong- 
Stassen has seen post-layoff 
stress in the workplace first¬ 
hand. 

“People in downsizing 
companies have told me 
they think the ones who’ve 
lost their jobs are the lucky 
ones,” said the manage¬ 
ment professor at the Uni¬ 
versity of Windsor. 

Often dismissed employ¬ 
ees will receive severance 
and early retirement. Sur¬ 
viving employees left with 
more work can experience 
feelings of jealousy.

Pink slips don’t scare Greg 
Skura anymore. After 
decades of odd jobs and 
hard work, he’s become 
well acquainted with the 
employer’s chopping block. 

“When 1 was younger. I’d 
take layoffs to heart,” said 
the 47-year-old from Picker¬ 
ing, Ont. “But now, 1 don’t 
take them personally. Often 
it’s because of the econo¬ 
my.” 

When facing job loss, 
Skura — who has printed 
newspapers, driven trucks, 
installed doors, and sorted 
eggs — isn’t worried about 
the uncertain path ahead. 

Instead, he turns his at¬ 
tention to those left behind. 

“It’s my co-workers 1 feel 
Sony for,” said Skura, cur¬ 
rently employed as an 
Internet technician. 

“They’re the ones picking 
up the slack, doing double 
the work and wondering 
whether they’re next to go.” 

As the global financial cri¬ 
sis continues, workers 
watch as companies are 
downsized and colleagues 
are dismissed. When an em¬ 
ployee survives a round of 
layoffs, their relief can be 
followed by guilt or anxiety. 

Career coaches and man¬ 
agement experts have 
dubbed this “survivor’s syn¬ 
drome.” 

“Layoff survivors can ex¬ 
perience grief for many rea¬ 
sons,” said Aaron Schat, as¬ 
sistant professor of organi¬ 
zational behaviour at Mc- 
Master University. “They’ve 
kept their employment but 
might feel it was at a col¬ 
league’s expense.” 

As well, remaining em¬ 
ployees might fear that 
there are more layoffs to 
come. This can be a stress-

for its sister company. Oth¬ 
er Ocean Interactive and 
other game makers, which 
design the products. 

“We play games at vari¬ 
ous levels and critique 
them,” explains Hale. He 
sometimes plays a game 
that’s ready for market to 
make sure it has no bugs. 
Other times, he moves 
through a game that’s in 
the beta testing phase and 
hardly has any graphics. 
Sometimes he just runs 
through a program to 
make sure the menus are 
working. 

As well, he checks 
games to ensure they pass 
certification requirements 
of various video game sys¬ 
tems. 

After he plays, he up¬ 
loads his comments on an 


interactive web page. He 
sometimes plays a game 
for just a few days. He’s 
been testing one for Wii 
created by Other Ocean for 
a year, and he’s still test¬ 
ing it now for a future Eu¬ 
ropean release. 

Unlike what many peo¬ 
ple think, he neither gets 
sick of playing games all 
day, nor does he sit on his 
butt and do nothing. But 
he and his co-workers — 
12 testers in total — often 
run tournaments on their 
lunch hour and after 
work, they love gaming so 
much.

Theory behind Watchmen 


Graphic story a treasure trove for philosophers 


Is it a comeback or a swan¬ 
song? Will he sing or 
lipsynch? Has he still got 
the moves? 

Michael Jackson’s brief 
appearance on Thursday at 
London’s 02 Arena, where 
he plans a series of 10 con¬ 
certs starting on July 8, 
raised more questions than 
it provided answers. 

The 50-year-old did at 
least show up, looking 


more robust than in recent 
photographs. 

But his announce¬ 
ment was confused, 
and left reporters 
and hundreds of 
screaming sup¬ 
porters wonder¬ 
ing whether 
his first series 
of gigs in 12 
years would 
actually be 


his last. 

“These will be my final 
shows ... performances 
in London,” Jackson 
said. “When I say this 
is it, I mean this is it. 
ni be performing the 
songs my fans want to 
hear. This is it, this is 
really it, this is the 
final curtain call.” 

Randy Phillips,

Live which signed Jackson 
for the concerts, had few 
concrete answers. 

He did not rule out more 
concerts in London and 
elsewhere in the future, 
and much more than just 
music appears to be riding 
on the summer shows.

Superheroes don’t just 
make fun characters for 
comic books and movies. 

Their powers, and how 
they choose to use them, 
are philosophical treasure 
troves, and few are as rich 
and complicated as the pro¬ 
tagonists in Watchmen, 
which opened on Friday. 

“Watchmen is an embar¬ 
rassment of riches to the 
comics-obsessed philoso¬ 
pher,” said Mark D. White, 
editor of the book Watch¬ 
men and Philosophy: A 


Rorschach Test. 

The book is one of a se¬ 
ries that uses pop culture 
as an entiy point to the 
sometimes abstract subject 
of philosophy. 

Years in the making. 
Watchmen is the big-screen 
adaptation of the acclaimed 
12-issue comic book series 
by Britons Alan Moore and 
Dave Gibbons published be¬ 
tween 1986 and 1987. 

Like the books, the 
movie is set in an alterna¬ 
tive 1985 when the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
are on the brink of nuclear 
war. It features costumed 
vigilantes who have be¬ 
come so unpopular they 
are now outlawed. 

But Watchmen is far 
from just popcorn enter¬ 
tainment. Its twisted super¬ 
hero archetypes, like the 
tortured do-gooder 

Rorschach and brainy busi¬ 
nessman Ozymandias, take 
time out from performing 
death-defying acts to muse 
on subjects like free will, 
saviour figures and the pol¬ 
itics of fear. 

“In Watchmen, the phi¬ 


losophy is so explicit that 
you don’t have to dig veiy 
hard to find it,” said White, 
an associate professor in 
the department of political 
science, economics and 
philosophy at the Gollege 
of Staten Island. 

The original series took 
the name from the phrase 
“Who watches the Watch¬ 
men?” which dates back to 
the 1st centuiy Roman po¬ 
et Juvenal and has been the 
subject of philosophical de¬ 
bate for centuries. 

The essays by academics 
in Watchmen and Philoso¬ 
phy look at how Rorschach 
justifies his often brutal ac¬ 
tions, and tackles subjects 
like the legitimacy of au¬ 
thority. The mother and 
daughter Silk Spectres pro¬ 
vide a window into the 
feminist thinking of 
French author Simone de 
Beauvoir. Another chapter 
is devoted to German 
philosopher Friedrich Niet¬ 
zsche’s thoughts on the 
Ubermensch (superman). 

“Philosophy has had a 
public relations problem 
for a couple of centuries.

People mistakenly think 
that philosophy is some 
dusty academic subject

Tagliatelle with 
Green Sauce 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 bag (10 oz/300 g) baby 
spinach, thick stems 
discarded 

3 1/2 oz (100 g) watercress, 
thick stems discarded 

1 cup (250 ml) frozen peas 

1 lb (500 g) tagliatelle 

2 tbsp (25 ml) cornstarch 
1 cup (250 ml) sour cream 

4 tbsp (60 ml) chopped 
parsley 

6 sprigs fresh basil, torn 
into pieces 

Salt and fresh-ground 
black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Rinse spinach and 
watercress and place in 
large pot with just the 
water clinging to the 
leaves. Cover and cook 
over medium heat, 
stirring and turning 
vegetables occasionally, 2 
minutes or until wilting. 

2. Add peas and heat 
through, uncovered, 2 
minutes; there should be 


enough liquid in pot to 
cook peas. Tip greens and 
their liquid into bowl; set 
aside.
